Jam es M. Sullivan, declining to act 
any longer as Vallon’s counsel, hur­ 
ried from the W est Side court prison 
to tell Mr. W hitm an that the threats 
and persuasions of the trium virate— 
the lawyer-politician. the hotel man 
and the police department official— 
have silenced R ose’s fellow informers. 
For the past week, said Mr. Sullivan, 
messengers from the big three and 
from dishonest inspectors have visited 
R ose, Webber and Vallon. 
The mes- 
• engers brought word that the inform­ 
ers were at liberty to make any kind 
of accusations they pleased against 
Backer, but that if they mentioned 
any of the names that Becker had 
given to R ose and Webber, they might 
as well kill themselves, because they 
would certainly be killed after they 
got out of prison. 
Jack R ose declined to be influenced 
by threats or promises of reward.

— R ussia’s 
attention for the moment is quite ab­ 
sorbed by far eastern affairs.

Owing to the mikado’s death Prince 
Katsura quitted this country sooner 
than he at first intended, but not be­ 
fore he had attained the aim and ob-

True, he has 
he could to aid the district attorney in i signed no fresh treaty and made no 
bringing to justice the big three of

bank. 
But in addition to Becker’s de­ 
posits 
in the five institutions here 
named, he had four bank accounts in 
this city and three outside of New 
York city. 
There are also two safe 
deposit boxes in his name, one in the 
Lincoln Trust company’s branch and 
the other in a safe deposit company 
whose name has not been made pub­ 
lic. 
So that there is Information as to 
twelve bank accounts and two safe 
deposit boxes. 
The district attorney hopes to have 
by the end of this week figures as *o 
seven other bank accounts, and from 
what he has been told he believes that 
the total deposits made by Becker on 
a salary of $2,250 a year will run 
pretty close to $200,000. 
Becker’s 
lawyer, John F McIntyre, declined to 
discuss the evidence brought out as to 
Becker’s savings, but gave out that 
the accounts could be explained. 
The story Vrmmrht to Mr. Whitm an 
from the W est Side court prison by 
Law yer Sullivan hardly surprised him. 
Sensational as it appeared to be, Mr, 
Whitm an did not doubt that the tri­ 
umvirs of blackmail had been using 
every effort to close the mouths of 
Webber, Vallon and R ose. 
He had 
heard previously of the threat made to 
W ebber by the representative of a 
police inspector who called on Webber 
at 2 o’clock one morning and threat­ 
ened him with death if he mentioned 
the name of the inspector.

man 
w ill 
let 
Webber 
and 
Vallon 
decide for themselves what their fate 
shall be. 
His agreement with them is 
& conditional one, based entirely upon 
the value of their evidence, and if 
they decline to reveal facts in their 
possession they may yet be indicted 
for murder. 
"The 
situation 
has 
got 
down 
to 
this," said Mr. Sullivan, after seeing 
the district attorney. 
"W hitm an has 
made a case against Becker and none 
of Becker's 
blackmailing employers 
seem to care a hang about Becker’s 
situation. 
In fact, they have sent 
word to R ose, Webber and Vallon to 
throw Becker to the wolves. 
But they 
are determined that their own name1-* 
shall not be brought out. 
R ose will 
make good. 
But Webber and Vallon 
have been reached, and I am afraid 
they have made up their minds to 
weaken. 
I have told Vallon that he 
is not playing square and that I will 
no longer act as his counsel.” 
The relations between R ose, W eb­ 
ber, Vallon and Jack Sullivan, the four 
in the W est Side court prison, have 
become *o strained that Sullivan came 
to blows with R cse and Webber.
